Ms. Picken also advised committee that her client is willing 
to work with the developers on finding a new location and that a solution may be reached 
within the next few months. Heather Picken indicated that her client would be willing to 
meet with the developers and the city to come up with a solution and that her clients 
endorse staffs recommendations. 


Mr. Doug Demerling, Public Relations Director, Peel County Game & Fish Protective 
Association, was in attendance but did not wish to speak. 


Mr. Bob May, Area Resident, informed committee that many area residents are 
concerned with the about of traffic and congestion on Bovaird Drive. He requested that 
traffic lights be installed at the intersection of Langston and Bovaird Drive before the 
new housing development is finished. He also requested the lights to be synchronized 
with the lights at Kennedy Road and Bovaird Drive. Mr. May questioned committee on 
the extension of HWY 410. Mr. May also asked if the speed limit on Bovaird Drive 
could be reduced to 60 km/hr. 


Mr. Ron Webb, Davis, Webb, Schulze & Moon, Legal Counsel for the Ranburne 
Holdings made two requests of committee. Firstly, that committee make the 
recommendation it wants to make and recommend whatever condition(s) it feels are 
necessary, and secondly, Recommendation # 65 be reworded to allow the Gun Club to 
either relocate or to remain on the existing site. Mr. Webb also requested that the a 
condition be changed to allow Ranburne to development the lands that fall within the 
Provincial Standards for noise. 


Committee questioned the delegation on some of the gun club’s comments. 
Regional Councillor Bissell informed the delegations that lights would not be installed at 


Langston and Bovaird until a 4 way intersection was installed, and she presented a 
petition and two letters from area residents requesting that stop lights to be installed.
